Twenty-four healthy young col­ 
lege atudenta said onion* gav* 
them abdominal discomfort. Some 
investigator* decided to investi­ 
gate th la. So they fed to all 
twenty-four student! onion* pre­ 
pared five different way*, accom­ 
panied by potatoes, bread, butter, 
fruit aud a beverage. The onion* 
were offered—(I) raw, sliced; <21 
raw, sliced and soaked in vine­ 
gar; (8) cooked an hour and a 
half in an open kettle; (41 cooked 
an hour and a half in a closed 
kettle; and <5> cooked until ten­ 
der. thirty minutes, in an open 
kettle. 
Then the subject! reported on 
questionnaires a? to how they were 
affected: 
They all had aome symptoms no 
matter how the onions were pre­ 
pared. The women had mostly 
abdominal discomfort with regur­ 
gitation of food into the back of 
the throat. The men had gas, 
belching, “indigestion,” and pro­ 
longed after taste. The symptoms 
lasted from a few minutes to a few 
hours, and aome until the next 
day. 
They all had symptoms when 
the onions were eaten raw. The 
least number of uncomfortable 
symptoms 
occurred 
when 
the 
onions were cooked thirty minutes, 
until tender, in an open kettle. 
Only about a fiPh of the subject* 
had any symptoms worth mention-

| with cabbage and cauliflower. The 
J d {restive disturbance* were at a 
minimum when cooked until tcn- 
oer, about thirty minute*, in an 
open kettle and most marked when 
j cooked in a closed kettle for an 
hour and a half. 
The explanation of these find­ 
ings is probably, first, that all 
1 these vegetable* have a good deal 
of fiber and if eaten raw they 
J would disturb a finicky digestiva 
musculature. Besides, they all con­ 
tain sulphur, and prolonged cook­ 
ing in covered kettles seems to de­ 
compose these sulphur compounds 
and also favor the retention of 
volatile vegetable acids which fa­ 
vor stomach and intestinal upsets. 
Among other notions that ar* 
widely held is the idea that chil­ 
dren should not eat fried foods. 
Dr. Frank Howard Richardson, of 
Brooklyn, however, sets himself 
out to disprove this and has dona 
so to his complete satisfaction. 
Professors Begger* and Ivy state 
that fried foods are more diges­ 
tible than others and have proved 
it by experiments on potatoes. 
They state—“The starch of the 
pan fried is more easily digested 
than that of the French fried: abd 
the French fried more easily di­ 
gested than that of the boiled po­ 
tato.”

Th# history began in 
1794. That was the year of the law “to procure by purchase or other­ 
wise’* six ships to protect the commerce of the Infant United State# 
of America against “depredations by the Algerian corsairs." Obvi­ 
ously, the men of the six ships needed food with which to sustain th# 
flesh and spirit while fighting oft the Barbary pirates. 
The daily food ration of each sailor then was 26 cents a day. Th# 
piece de resntence of the menu waa “hard tack.” Every day wa* 
hard tack day. Some day* hard tack was dished up with black mo­ 
lasses, or maybe bean* or yellow pea soup. As a spacial treat there 
waa plum duff or dried apples. Plum duff was definitely in the left- 
over cia**. It w as concocted with remnants of bean*, hard tack, dried 
apples and molasses and boiled for several hours thereafter. 
There was no refrigeration in those far away day*. In fact, few 
ships had refrigeration until recently. The only method of preserving 
food for long voyages was by drying out its moisture or putting it 
down in salt. There waa no scarcity of salt In a sailor’* life. Hi* 
Sunday dinner treat waa usually “salt horse." 
“Salt horse was just what it sounds like,’* explained a commander 
when I went to ask him about the early eating habits of the Navy. 
“It was kept in a cask, and when the time came to 
dig it out, it was wrapped in * net. thrown over- l#frigaroti*n 
board while the wind was blov ing strong in the 
other direction and towed for hours in the hop* of 
washing away some of the salt and smell.” 
lorly Days 
With each day’# allotment of food the early lea­ 
guing fellow received a half pint of distilled spirits. Not until th# 
Civil war period did the food aboard ship begin to improve. As ic# 
became more generally used it was possible to store large quantities 
of fresh meets, fruits and vegetables. 
Hard tack lingered on, however in the ship's rations until the days 
at tho SDamsh-Amarican war.
